SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Macho Dancer is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The main components of the video recording are the main feature, Macho Dancer , 
and a trailer, Yo Kan-Ping's Outcasts. Both the feature and the trailer are of the same 
ilk. These present characters variously trapped in a vicious cycle of prostitution. The 
main theme of sex work and the challenging issues of coercion which surround this as 
it is presented, as well as the extensive nudity shown in a protracted manner in this 
context are given significant weighting under the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). 

In addition, there are a few violent encounters presented which involve fairly hard 
hitting, yet mainly inexplicit, depictions of the infliction of serious physical harm. 

Due to the sexual and violent content of the video recording it is classified as a 
restricted publication. This restriction is considered to be a reasonable limitation 
prescribed by law to avoid the injury likely to be caused by the availability of the video 
recording. Therefore the classification under the FVPC Act overrides the rights and 
freedoms outlined under the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. 
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
